The Government Statist obtains particulars annually of the 
known aboriginal population through the agency of the Police Officers 
and also reports from Stations and Farms. An analysis of these inai- 
cates an aboriginal popnulntion about 30th June, 1933 of 4,229 excluding 
an unknown number in the Musgrave and Everard Ranges. Ene 2uMpe rs, Rea 
corded vary considerably from year to year, it being impossibie to 
record those who have "gone bush". .

FULL-BLOODS - numbered 2,081 or 49% of the total, - divided 
deus — Adults 1,505, Children 578. 


HALF CASTES (and lesser castes) numbered 2,148 (51% of total) 
Poelts 1,238, Children 910. 


ON MISSION STATIONS - On the 3 mission Stations (Point McLeay, 
Point Pearce and Koonibba) there were 933 aboriginals, cf whom 166 were 
reported to be employed. On these stations there were 94. Fuli-biocod 
and 839 half caste. 


IN REGULAR EMPLOYMENT - The total reported to be in regular 
employment was 319. in addition to the 166 employed on mission 
stations, there were 65% others recorded as employed - chiefly on 
pastoral holdings. These 653 employed aboriginals were reported as 


having 611 dependants. 
ALL OTHERS - In addition to the 955 aboriginals on mission 


stations, and the 653 others empioyed with their 611 dependants, there 
were 2,032 others (1,305 full blood and 727 half caste) who could be 
accounted for by the various police officers and pastoralists. As 
stated above, there are still others in the wild state or "sone bush", 


for whom it is impossible to give even 4B estimated number.
